jr^ONDON, 'England.— Beprcsenlalivcs 
of the world powers at tho London 
non-intervention committee have de- 
cided to set two deadlines in an effort 
lo halt completely all intervention In 
Spain. The ban on volunteers must be 
effected by February 20, and the plans 
for the naval blockado of Spain must 
bo also ready for that dale, and, it must 
be put Into operation by March 6, the 
commltleo stated. Thus far Portugal 
has not given its assent to the plan but 
the powers assert that if it refuses, a 
blockado of the whole peninsula will be 
effected. This action is believed to have 
been hastened by tho niand.of France. 
Leon Blum has warned Italy that if her 
"Invasion" of Spain continues France 
may take action to aid the Valencia 
Government.

Superintendent or tho Engineering Building, In an Interview with 
thn Dally yesterday. "I have boon keeping this register slnco 1920, and 
It contains over a thousand names," continued Mr. Grimsdale. "I have 
tho signatures of doctors and lawyers, minislers and missionaries, In. 
nuranco agenls and bond salesmen, lords and duke. 1 ;, All arc Engin- 
eering Graduates, but very few of them arc Engineers." 

Harry, who during his forty years of active service has become al- 
most a legendary figure at McOlll, Is retiring with full honours noxt 
year, tho Dally discovered. Mo has been at tho University over ninco 
151)8, n« his seven service stripes and five stars for continuous service 
hoar witness and has seen tho reigns of four Deans: Dr. Bovoy (Col. 
Bovoy's father). Dr. F. B. Adams, Dr. II, M, Mackay, and tho present 
Dean, Dr. E. Brown. The Engineering Building will not seem the same 
without Harry's accustomed presence, and his retirement , will be the 
cause of great regret to all the Plumbers.

One of the internes was brother of one of the 
students, and while the police waited in the corridor to arrest tho pair, the 
intorno smuggled them out of the building, and tho police nover even 
got their names. Some other fellows were chased on to the Longueil ferry 
by the police. At Longueil they had to jump off the boat on to the wharf, 
and walk all tho way along the Lake Shoro to get back by the Victoria 
bridge. 

' ' "Many persons have asked me how we got the name of 'Plumbers'. 
1 think It was about 1900 that a Member of Parliament came to hoid a 
meeting at tho Union. His supporters went down to the station and 

hauled him up to the collcgo in a cab. The Opposition raided them, 
seized the cab, drew it into the grounds, and burnt it.

Methods For Producing 
Asphalt For Commercial 
Use Described 

rpwo students delivered addresses at 
yesterday's colloouium of the 
American Institute of Chemical En- 
gineers. , Held in tho Chemistry Build- 
ing, the meeting was addressed by Mil- 
ton Martin, who spoke on "The Refin- 
ing of Phenol,!' and by Gordon Baker, 
on "Asphalt and Asphalt Processing." 
Fourth year Chemistry students, both 
men have, during the summer, been 
connected with the Industries they dis- 
cussed. 

The refining of phenol, Martin point- 
ed out, is more of a mechanical than 
a chemical process. He described the 
chemistry of the oporallon, the removal 
of the lar-aclds which arc harmful m 
the final product, and the methods em- 
ployed in order to make use of the by- 
products. In this connection, tlio speak- 
er detailed the operations, calling for 
more equipment, by which Hie "waste 
products" are combined lo give other 
compounds necessary for the produc- 
tion of pure phenol. The use most 
frequently thought of for phenol (Car- 
bolic acid) is in mcdleine, the speaker 
remarked but he added that the one 
plant In Canada producing phenol hud 
not sold one pound for medical use dur- 
ng its many years of operation. 
Methods Detailed 

The second speaker, Maker dealt 
with tiie methods of obtaining asphalt 
from both natural and artificial sources 
and the processes required in ils Pre- 
paration, Although asphalt Is pre- 
pared from petroleum and is always as- 
sociated with it. the process is nulle 
expensive so there arc only a fow 
places in the Unllcd Slates where Ihls 
is done. For thib reason the speaker 
••onftned his remarks lo the purifica- 
tion of natural asphalt. He first de- 
scrjbad 'he conditions under which the 
a;/phalt io found and then dealt with 
the. different processes necessary for 
producing the different nophalls tor 
commercial use. In speaking of the 
preparation of noplinl| piper and fell,

Points Out Qualities In 
Literary And Public 
Affairs 

"rjpilE History of Chemistry" Club, 
holding Its second meeting since its 
organization was addressed last night by 
G. B. Gibson who spoko !>■ "t.omoii- 
0.10V, the physical chemist of the 
oightecnth century." 

Resides ills scientific work, stated tho 
speaker, l.omonosov was also noted tor 
his efforts in tho literary field and in 
public affairs, lndoed, in his native 
Russia, ho Is known primarily in this 
field, having complied a Russlun gram- 
mar which is still used. So remarkable 
wore his talents In cither field, that a 
French liistorlan warned that tho 
scientist, l.omonosov, was not to be 
confused with tho poet ot the samu 
name. 

l.omonosov was born in 1711 on the 
Aral river near the \\'hl|o Sea. Ills 
father, a fisherman, wanted his son 
to follow his trade, but l.omonosov de- 
sired an education. At tho ago of 10, 
ho ran atvay to Moscow where ho en- 
tered a Theological college, and in two 
years obtained sufficient mastery of 
Latin tn advance to the senior division. 
However he soon bocamo dissatisfied 
with the methods used here, and went to 
Kiev; hero also conditions were . >or 
and he returned to Moscow. At this 
time, the Government being in need .>f 
metallurgists, l.omonosov. along with 
others, was sent to Germany to study, 
lie studied chemistry with Wolff and 
goology with llegel. lie was later ap- 
pointed to the Academy of Science and 
ho established the bcionro of physical 
chemistry, He obtained a laboratory 
from the authorities only after much 
difficultly; such was Iho method of 
study 111 his time. 

Lomonosov published a book on the 
Elements of Mathematical Chemistry, 
during this llmo and also wrote many 
papers. I lo spoke of the absolute tem- 
perature, formulated ' 1,c low of cou- 
serval ion of weight and also many other 
theories whicli are now accepted uni- 
versally, Gibson said in conclusion.

iijgACII failure or defect which is de- 
tected tn materials, which aro to 
be used in machines and building struc- 
tures. Is instrumental not only in in- 
creasing the practical, use to which it 
is put, but also in preventing serious 
industrial accidents." This was the 
main argument advanced by Mr. J. M. 
Fairbairn, P.. Se. "-M. for the utility of 
testing and Inspecting engineering iu 
address on "Somo Interesting Features 
of Inspecting and Testing Work" de- 
livered last night at a meeting of the 
Junior Branch of the Engineering In- 
stitute ot Canada. 

In his introductory remarks tho 
speaker pointed out that materials are 
tested In order to determine whether 
or not they conform to tho require- 
ments and specifications that they arc 
Intended to. and in general, whether 
tho material is capable ot efficiently 
performing tho work it should. The 
most common tests applied to a sample 
o? the material are to determine, the 
.rnslls strength, the load strength and 
the endurance limit test of tho given 



material. The later test provents the 
cotlapso ot tho structure in which the 
material Is used due to what is tech- 
nically termed fatigue failure, that 's. 
falluro due to the inability of tho ma- 
terial to withstand changes of stress 
for an indefinite length of time. 
Failure Common 
Fatigue falluro. Is very common in 
railway rails, and results in rail dis- 
ruption. Every flaw in a rail which Is 
liable to causo fatigue falluro is there- 
fore a potential train wreck. Recently 
a method was evolved of eliminating 
these flaws and thus the danger of ac- 
cidents. 

Industry has realised that preven- 
tion is bettor than euro and thus ex- 
haustive testing and inspection of nu- 
criais is now being carried on by all 
industrial firms. This is especially true 
of tho railroads and is chiefly rosponsl-

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International Debate 

McGILL'S first forensic engagement with 
Middle-bury College, Vermont, tonight 
at 8:30 in the Union, will mark the only 
international debate of the year for the 
Debating Union. 

Hitherto Debating Union events and 
programmes have been extremely well at- 
tended, for which the energetic work of 
the executive is much to be commended. 
However, these large audiences are for the 
most part composed of a majority of people 
who are not students. The collegiate body 
rarely accounts for more than forty per 
cent of the attendance. 

The debate tonight is sure to evoke 
considerable interest. The question it pro- 
poses, whether the profit motive is essen- 
tion to individual initiative, has been de- 
bated pro and con for many years. While 
the meeting tonight will not in all prob- 
ability, settle this issue, it will help to 
clarify the main points of discussion and 
controversy. Both teams have been care- 
fully selected, and contain men prominent 
in the realms of debating and with a 
knowledge of economics and politics. 

However much gratified the Debating 
Union is at the large attendance of out- 
siders at their meetings, it yet remains 
imperative that these events be given one 
hundred per cent student support. The 
Union is a student organization. In recent 
months it has recovered from its early 
season apathy. Its efforts must be student 
supported or fail. 

Biology In Education 

IN the latter half of the last century, 
when education was struggling to shake 
itself free of the shackles of a dry austere 
tradition of almost pure classics, Thomas 
Henry Huxley, Darwin's "Bulldog", was 
among the first to champion the position 
that the Biological sciences should occupy 
in the curricula of the universities, colleges 
and higher «chools of learning. No longer, 
is such a vigorous demand needed. His 
objects have largely become fact. Yet it is 
probably true, that a considerable propor- 
tion of college students, fortunately on the 
wane, have mastered none of the basic 
conception.; which Biology has to offer. 
Though all subjects have their appointed 
status in p.ny system of learning, it is dif- 
ficult to imagine how anyone can have the 
temerity to inscribe the letters of a degree 
after their name without understanding 
some of the fundamental principles of 
their own bodily functions, and those of 
some oi' the plants and animals, which 
constantly hiirround them. The science of 
Biology has today proved ils own case, 
namely that it is an integral part of any 
well rounded education. 

The institution, in recent years, of the 
general Bioldgy course, Natural Science, 
has had a very beneficial effect if. opening 
wide the opportunity for a taste of the 
whole Biological field. It may be hoped 
that this trend of breaking down the 
specialized departments of science so as to 
be able to present to the "grab-and-cai ry" 
Btudent a generalized picture of the im- 
portant outlines of Biology will be carried 
farther, vastly enhancing the value of 
other courses. 

il is in this field of instruction that the 
Biological Society makes its moat valuable 
contribution. It offers to the .student 
something, which in the welter of factual 
datai! of many courses may be missed — 
a series of non technical lectures on topics 
of general Interest, for any Btudent v.i.-:.h- 
ing to catch a glimpse at the modern 
rapidly advancing realm of Biology. Mc- 
Gill's contributions to the -medical, physio- 
logical, biochemical and other Biological 
science,-: are renowned throughout the con- 
tinent. Yet most students do not have the 
opportunity or will not take it when il. i.- 
Offered of listening tp these eminent 
speakers. This rare chance is being of- 
fered by the Biological .Society during the 
next two months, in the form of open 
meetings, on Tuesday nights. By taking 
advantage of this students can, by the in- 
vestment of a few hours, greatly elabor- 
ate both factually and culturally their 
tdu^UojL

Canadian Munie 

JT eerni* that Canada ha* at lnat produced a 
musician. Judging from the favourable com- 
ment heard in various quarter* after Sunday's con- 
cert by the Montreal Orchestra, Henley Wlllan may 
now take hi* place nmonjr the recognlted nutalc ans 
of our time. This is very interesting. One would 
have, thought that the sentiment of the meeting 
would be distinctly unfavourable ta anything so 
a priori unorthodox as a Canadian artist; at least one 
would have thought so. judging from the general idea 
of a Canadian artist held in this city. 

It is not so very - remarkable that Canada should 
! take a long time to produce a musician of Any 
note. Our country is about one tenth of the site of 
the Vnited States tfrom the point of view, of popula. 
tion) and it is doubtful if the country to the south 
of us has produced ten musicians as yet. Tho rea- 
j sons, for this are fairly obvious. It is only in tho 
last ten years that the countries 011 this continent 
have stopped expanding, and while a country Is ex- 
panding the whole energies of Its people are occupied 
In improving and consolidating its material welfare. 
It la only when the opportunity and surroundings 
sultabl* to meditation and contemplation have been 
provided that the thought* of the citizens turn to 
art in its more sophisticated expressions. Primarily 
: there Ir a relaxation In favour of sensual comforts, 
! bul after a period ,1 restless feeling of striving after 
'■ higher things becomes noticeable. The United States 
was in this condition during the boom years, and I 
had thought that Canada was Just entering It, 

Then comes the period when the artists begin 
to sprout. The first onns are either foreign imports 
with a superiority complex, or local product* striving 
in an ineffectual way on account of their lack of 
■ proper -.raining. Fortunately this dross, being drof*, 
jsocm wears away. An idea begins to ««ep Into 
I people's minds that after al! It is not slssifled to be- 
jtray an Interest in things artistic, that one can ex- 
press virility and vitality in song as well m In wine 
and women. Now is the time at hand when the ma- 
teria! products stored up in the great period of ex- 
pansion may be utilized in ways other than those 
self-Increasing ones of capitalistic Investment. 

People begin to support Art Societies And Orch- 
estras, they buy classical gramophone records, they 
tune their radios in on symphony concerts. They 
arc no longer afraid of permitting their innate desire 
for artistic exjvetsion to appear, of allowing their 
pent-up emotional complexes to see the light of day, 
to breathe the air *f freedom. They find to their 
p:easurc that they tan use their energies in finer, 
more dcl.cate ways than they had imagined. In 
short they become art-conscious. 

As soon as they have arrived at this «Use, it Is 
no great leap to the time when artists, true artists, 
will begin to make their voices heard In tho land. 
Gradually they become "reeognliod", at first faintly 
in their own country, then more strongly, In older 
'cultural centres, then triumphantly In the whole 
world. The older centres beam approval and the 
younger ones rejoice that they are now proving 
themselves worthy of their opportunities and their 
heritage. The young country has "arrived", 

As 1 said, the United States ha* "arrived", but 
I didn't think Canadu had, until the plaudit* of the 
multitude and tho verdict of some of my fellow, 
criticp with regard to Willan's First Symphony pe- 
netrated my dull brain. I did not attend the concert, 
I have never heardj any of Willan's works performed, 
indted ! had never heard of Wlllan unUl last week, 
but I am sufficiently impressed to believe that we 
may have, at last, produced a Canadian composer. 
So much the better.

Mendelsohn And Mr. Selon 

I think It would I'O Just as well if I 
• ntarged a little on my reply to Mr. 
Heton'S letter. On rereading my rnvlow 
which was tfi" subject, of Mr. Seton's 
sarcasm, I realized that tny habitual 
plft of understatement had on that oc- 
casion somehow desorted me, Tho ex- 
périence of hearing Mendelssohn's pret- 
tified violin concerto followed by such a 
work at Wagner's Liebostod had lod me 
to abandon my customary decorum and 
make some remarks which, while per- 
fectly in keeping wllh my feelings, do 
not appear, on cold second thought, to 
bo entirely convincing, 

I shall therefore asy a little more on 
the subject, and atlernpt to explain 
more cautiously the point I was at- 
tempting te express. 

But first to Mr. Soton's letter. 

My primary reaction to it was one of 
admiration for the loftiness of his Bar- 
casm and the virulence of his prose. 
With this was combined n feeling of 
amusement that he should expend so 
much ofrort over a defence of Mendels- 
sohn. (I ftssumed that this, rather than 
an attack on me personally, was his 
motlvs in writing.) t then began to 
see that there was mors to it than that, 
and that Mr. Selon, quite without real- 
izing it, otood for somothing rather 
more formidable. I mean tho attitude 
of stale, unreasoning traditionalism, 
which, though all loo common in a 
comfortable world, one would hardly ex- 
pect to find voiced In the presumably 
enlightened atmosphere, of an institu- 
tion of higher learning 

Mr. Selon, though ho yet speaketh, 
Is musically, dead. His letter shows it. 
You read tho letter, 'and you wonder 
what Mr. Seton's personal tastes are. 
Then, peering through his barrage of 
verbosity, you note that, although he 
mentions tho concerto in passing, and 
fpeaks of tho Midsummer Night's 
Dream music, ho makes no mention of 
tho man's symphonies. 

What Mr. Seton ia defending is thu 
.Spring Song. The Spring Song and 
Country Gardens. Now I don't think 
that even Mendelssohn a ad Urainger 
themselves would tako these two little 
pieces as seriously as the pious Mr. 
Seton does. In fact I suspect that Mr. 
Grainger probably feels about as I do 
In regard to Country Gardens, which 
has taken such a beating from th>; 
hordes of music pupils who have per- 
spiringly hacked away at it that It has 
completely lost (for tho time being at 
least) the graceful freshness which 
was Its original charm. And tho Spring 
Song, which is the other object of Mr. 
Scion's soulful veneration, has, through 
the ministrations of Fanny Brlce and 
humorously-Inclined -trombone players, 
become the very symbol of ludlcroU3- 
ness In music. To read Buch a pompous, 
grandiose piece of proso as Mr. Seton's 
letter, and then to reflect that it was 
inspired by his humble adoration of tho 
Spring Song and Country Gardens — 
well, it all seems rather absurd. 

To nie the whole letter reeks with the 
smugness of mediocrity. 

Take Mr, Soton's denunciation of 
modern music which he condemns 
wholeheartedly on the basis of two or 
three pieces which, whatever their mer- 
its, obviously he bus made not even a 
cursory attempt to understand. Mr. 



Seton's sarcastic disposal or all of mod- 
orn music Is a much greater crlmo than 
any Injustice I could do Mendelssohn, 
liaise to bin own generation, he Is one 
of those rretful throwbacks to tho Vic- 
torian era who can't bear to st"} any- 
thing change, who moo like plaintive 
cows at anything they don't understand. 
He Isn't worthy of the man' ho is de- 
fending, who nt least had something to 
sny that was new in his own time. 

And now, here Is my attitude towards 
Mendelssohn. The, man wrote pretty 
music, that will probably continue on 
in spile, of anyililng I may say. But 
his work has no Importance to us now. 
It is out of date just as certain as the 
Victorian writers are out of date. It Is 
pleasant stuff, but no more, rt will 
continue to give plcasuro to x few, just 
ns Dickens and Tonnyson will. But 
Mendelssohn wasn't a mun who could 
transcend tlmo and space like Reetho- 
ven or Shakespeare. In the face of men 
llko Wagner or .Sibelius, Ilka Stravin- 
sky or Bax, he Is aimply irrelevant. To 
a ruture generation lie may compara 
differently with these men. Just as to 
a future generation Dickens may seem 
tnoro important than Lawrenco or 
Huxley, flue In relation, to our time, he 
Is just a man who writes pretty music 
Which is reason enough for liking him, 
but no reason at all for making à fuss.

Work on this grent project Is due to Bet underway in 
the fall, and the B.W.AF. training problem is not least among thO!<e 
which it will solve. 

Various solutions are being offered for McCitU's hockey problem. 
Those who are not willing to abandon non-collegiate hockey entirely, as 
advocated in this column last week, are offering compromising plans 
thereby the Kedmen would play eight Senior Group games or else take 
turns in playing with the projected Grails team In the Group. The latter 
proposal seems the strongest, especially to the present team members, 
%-ho are by no means unanimous on the question of abandoning outside 
competition. 

Certainly the present season has taught the folly of attempting to 
combine a 2S-game schedule, including- six trips and Intensive regular 
practices, with studies to meet the type of scholarship demanded at Mc- 
G1U. Critics of the changed policy advocated hero last wool; are reminded 
that next season the cluli will be without tho services of Gordon Moikle- 
Jottn. Jean Paul Kile, Alex Duff and Bins Crosby. This means the re- 
placement of two defencemon who have been the backbone of the team 
for the past four years, and of two forwards whose back-chocking ha* 
played a big part in the club's success. Hut the saddest blow of nil is 
tiic impending retirement of Dr. Bell as cor.ch. It is safe to say that no 
».lrciuaio replacement of this loss will be made for many, many years. 

Meanwhile the basketball club is going ahead with reorganization of 
Its policy. The City League, in which the senior team has been playing 
for Hie last couple of years, has proved definitely disappointing as un op- 
portunity of preparing for the Intercollegiate garnet. Small gyms and 
unorthodox opposition only serve to hamper the team's progress. And 
so nojit December will see a return to and expansion of the pre-depresuion 
American tours which have proven such a valuable feature In flic prepar- 
ation o." the other squads in the college Big Four, In place of city league 
competition, the cngcrs will visit the well-known halls of Middlcbury and 
V. or Vermont on December 10 and 11, and on February -1 and 5 travel 
to Union. College and ïlcnsselacr l'oly technical Institute. The former two 
arc opponents of long standing in both basketball and skiing, while K.l'.l. 
•t: Troy, N.Y.. v.as visited on the soccer trip last October. Union College 
u\ Schenectady, will be something new in the way of competition. — al- 
though by no means an unknown quantity, following their defeat of 
ihe greai Varsity quintet three weeks ago. Coach Van Wagner has put 
considerable thought and planning into these trips, and is confident that 
thej will place the team on a much sounder basis for the Intercollegiate 
• hcdule. Four seniors graduato this spring — Captain Mary Bowes, Tom 
Schofleld, Bruce Scriver and Ron F.utherford— but the showing of the 
smart \oung Intermediate -squad relieves much of Van's anxiety In the 
i u. -,tr of replacements'. 

Managerial reorganisation, a* foreshadowed In the Dally editorial on. 
Wednesday, is following the line of least resistance with an attempt to 
got i lie 'compet' system underway, guided hy an efficient Managerial 
Uoard. Tendencies for the system to slip back into the traternlty-con- 
u led form from which It was rescued by Gerry Halpenny and his com- 
mittee a few years buck are sufficient warning to the Athletic Council 
that immediate steps are necessary. The Gymnasium, when completed, 
v .. require u much greater degree of managerial control than is at pres- 
sa) possible. Chairman Charlie Finco and his Council .have here an op- 
portunity to contribute something much more significant to undergrad- 
uate life than a successful Park Slide Night.
